(9) On Sedum subgen. Rhodiola. 

Previously I treated Rhodiola as a subgenus of Sedum (Ohba, 1975). 
Rhodiola, however, has some properties distinguishing it from the other 
subgenera of Sedum. These are the foliage and/or scaly leaves on rhizomes, 
and the flowering stems arising from axils of these leaves. Moreover, Rhodiola 
shows some evident tendencies having dioecious flowers; in the female 
flower a funnel-shaped calyx-tube; basally more or less connate ovaries; 
and petals with attenuate base. Hence Rhodiola can be better treated as a 
distinct genus. Therefore it becomes necessary to make the following new 
combinations.

Rhodiola primuloides (Franch.) Fu var. pachyclados (Aitch. et Hemsl.)

Rhodiola pachyclados superficially shows a similarity with species of 
Rosularia, but is clearly distinguishable from the latter by having foliage 
leaves on rhizome with a petiole broadening towards the base, and distinct 
petals with attenuate base. Rhodiola pachyclados is closely related to R. 
primuloides (Franch.) Fu, but differs from the latter in having foliage leaves 
on rhizome with a shallowly tri- or quinque-lobulate apex; narrowly elliptic— 
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oblong-spathulate petals with an entire margin ; and corymbose inflorescences 
consisting of 3-8 flowers.
